'Fetters' was painted at the Macdowell Colony, New Hampshire this past fall. 

It is one of seven paintings with Metaphysical themes painted on a month residency. 

The title 'Fetters' means that which restrains movement. In the foreground of the 
painting a red wheel represents mechanical movement, the restrictive movement of 
machines, of tautology and dogman. The green branch represents another form of 
movement, new growth, aspiration. These two contradictory movements are intertwined 
the movement of one fettered by the other. This action all takes place against 
a background of cosmic origins - the emergence of light from darkness and chaos. 

'Fetters' is a metaphysical portrait of the crossroads at which humanity now stands. 
Having to learn how to balance the paths of Technology and Art.
